much as possible. He hoped that this amend- 
ment would commend iiself to the House. 


MANY OBJECTIONS. 


Mr. O'Higgins said that if he thought that 
object aimed at in that amendment could 
be secured it would go a long way towards 
meeting his objections to sweepstakes. There 
were many objections to the sweepstakes 
acheme, and not the least was that it put it 
within the power of an individual, simply by 
having a monopoly of addresses or agencies 
scattered through the world, to make a very 
large sum entirely out of proportion to any- 
thing he put intd the scheme, whether that 
was personal work. or organising ability. He 
took far more than he cave. 

It was not a thing to encourage. It would 
not be fair to say that all men associated with 
Sport were shady, but it was an admitted 
fact 
shady characters, They could not have one 
law for one person, and another law for an- 
other. person. He would support the amend- 
ment because he was opposed to sweepstakes, 
and wonld support any amendment that would 
make tha bill inoperative. 

Mr. Milroy said that the last ejaculation 
made by. the Minister of Home Affairs showed 
that his vote was not civen on the merits of 
this amendment, but through a desire to 
strangle the bill, He (Mr. Milroy) could not 
accept Deputy Thrift’s amendment, which 
would have the effect simply of making it 
impossible to carryout the Act. There would 
be little use in seeking assistance for institu- 
tions through the medium of the Act if the 
rigid limitation proposed were imposed.

Mr. O’ Higgins said thai the Deputy respon- 
eible for fostering the bill should take the re- 
sponsibility of giving reliable information in 
regard to it hey should have an idea of 
what was a fair percentage to allow for the 
expenses of sweepstakes. |

Mr. William Sears asked the Honse to ac- 
cept the amendment as amended further—or 
as it was proposed to be amended—by Dr.

Allegations of abuses in connection with the

If they took away valu- 
able property from people, it was surely not 
an amendment, but confiscation. The spirit 
grocers were to be compensated at the rate 
of earnings for three years based on the 
income tax return spread over twenty years. 
It they were going to put these people out, 
they should not be pauperised, even though it 
broke the beart of temperance lecturers. 
Were the wives and families of these people, 
whose money was invested in the business to 
be forgotten. If, on the other hand, they 
began by taking one day off the other traders 
on a-seven days’ licence, they could take 
another day, and etill it would not please the 
temperance party. If they were going to 
take away something that represented money 
from a trader, ‘they should be prepared to 
give him compensation. 

Sir Robert Anderson said that the Prime 
Minister, in the bill -had carried out to the 
fullest possible extent his pledges in connec- 
tion with licensing reform, and, in addition, 
other matters of the greatest possible value 
had been introduced, which’ met with the 
approval of both temperance people and the 
licensed trade. it was a large and com- 
prehensive measure of socia reform.

SECOND READING CARRIED. 


Mr. R. D. Megaw, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Home Affairs, moved the 
second reading of the Local’.

It was not, he said, the 
intention of the, bill to take from anyone 
their right to vote out of a proper’ gqualifica. 
tion. In one portion of the Six Counties 
there were fifty votes out of bog plets, in 
addition to votes from dwellinghouses.. At 
one church building there were thirty %otes 
from stalls for horses, while even claims were 
made for grave plots. In this case the reviy- 
ing barrister raised the question of oceupanc 
and as the claimants had not yet occupied the 
plots the votes were not allowed. The bill 
proposed to do away with such anomalies and 
to fix a valuation for land or premises other 
than dwellinghouses of £5 before a vote could 
be granted assimilating the local government 
franchise to the. Parliamentary franchise for 
women There was another kind of bogus 
vote arising from an artificial interpretation 
of what was a dwellinghouse. Very often a 
dwellinghouse of two or three pounds valua. 
tion expanded into five or six dwelltinghouses 
for franchise purposes, each having separate 
votes. Unfortunately, as this would -interfere 
with Parliamentary franchise they could not

DRY AS DUST ARGUMENTS. 


From Ovum PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

One of those bills which come before the 
House every session with unfailing regularity 
was the uninviting fare provided for this 
afternoon sitting of the House of Commons. 
This was the Rating of Machinery Bill, the 
mover of which, Captain Reid, did not, him- 
self, hesitate to describe as a hardy annual. 
The case for the promotors of the Rating Bill 
was that the rating of machinery not fixed 
to premises threw an unfair burden on manu- 
facturers, the more so as there was -no 
uniformity in practice, and that foreign in- 
dustries were altogether exempt from such 8 
tax. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain recalled the fact 
that this was about the nineteenth occasion 
on which the bill had been introduced, and 
that in ‘rather more than half of those 
occasions it had received a second reading. 
There was a good deal to be said for 
miformity, and the Government, so far from 
being hostile to the bill, were willing that 
the decision should be left to the free vote 
of the House. 
The rejection of the bill was moved by Sir 
Douglas Newton, the Conservative member 
for Cambridge.

VERDICT AT INQUEST ON MRS, 
HYNDMAN., 


A verdict of felo de se was returned by a 
coroner’s jury at the resumed inquest on Mrs. 
Rosalind Hyndman, widow of the well-known 
Socialist. at Hampstead yesterday. 

Evidence was given by Mr. John Webster, 
Home Office Analyst, as to finding veronal 
in the organs. Fiity grains of veronal would 
be a fatal dose. The drug was frequently used 
by people suffering from insomnia as a sleep- 
inducer. 

Dr. Max Bronte, recalled, said he now 
attributed Mrs. Hyndman’s death to verona] 
poisoning 

Letters by the deceased, which were found 
after her death, disclosed thaé she had no 
wish to continue living, but longed to follow 
her husband She gave -directions for the 
cremation of her body, and said that she 
thought there would not be much difficulty 
about an inquest, as “ people are very kind 
and considerate nowadays.” 


LABOUR IN THE DAIL, 


The following statement appears in the 
“Weekly Notes’’ of the Irish Labour Party 
and Trade Union Congress :—' During the. 
last two months the Labour deputies in the 
Dail have asked over 100 questions of the 
Ministers. All the other deputies put together 
have asked only just over 50. Having re- 
gard to their numbers, this means that each 
Labour deputy asked about eight questions, 
while the non-Labour deputies asked less than 
one apiece. Every question means a file ot 
correspondence or a series of interviews with 
the persons involved in a case, and frequently 
with the Minister, before the question is put, 
and the work does not end with the mere 
asking and answering of the question. 

‘‘Moreover, Labour deputies are rightly 
looked upon as representing the working 
classes of the whole country, so that each 
of. them is called upon to deal with com- 
laints and inquiries from persons who would 
ba no claim.en them simply as constituents 
A Dail question is often the means of getting 
a prompt, payment of.a separation allowance 
or of other money owing by the Government 
which might otherwise have taken many 
weary . weeks to , obtain. The Labour 
deputies are, therefore, glad to be able to 
give their services; but it will be seen that 
they are fully oceupied in this way, and ‘havo 
nearly reached the limit of their resources of 
time and energy.” w-w

SNOW AND HAIL, 


“ SUMMER-TIME ” VAGARIES. 

Summertime is in force, a Spring Shew is 
advertised for next week, yet yesterday after- 
noon Dublin shopkeepers sent the men out 
te brush the snow and hai] heaps-from the 
threshold, while in other cases sun awnings 
dropped little avalanches on passing spring 
hats, which were as out of place under such 
wintry conditions as were fur coats on those 
few summer-like afternoons a fortnight ago. 

The thermometer registered mr three 
degrees above ‘freézing point in Dublin - at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning, but the strong 
north-westerly wind made it feel even colder. 
There were frequent gnow, hail, and sleet 
squalls, but the. keen wind quickly licked the 
roads dry, and then raised clouds of Dublin 
dust. The sun shone brilliantly at intervals, 
but there was no warmth in its rays in the 
open air. 

Incoming shipping was delayed .by the 
strong head-vinds, Seamen reported that the 
weather would have been severe even for 
January. 

Similar conditions prevail all over the 
South and West. The Wicklow and Galtee 
while it is re 
ported from Glin, Co, Limerick, that. severe 
froste have ruined many crops. 

Swansea reports a gale, with hailstorms 
and bitterly cold conditions. A telegram 
from Ruabon, says that there was a snow- 
storm there yesterday morning: 

Hail and sleet fell on the Yorkshire Wolds 
yesterday... The Scottish hills are covered 
with. snow and the weather throughout the 
country is very severe.

THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


At a conference of the Alexandra College 
Guild in the Lecture Hall of the College, 
Dublin, last evening, Miss White, the prin- 
cipal, said that she did not think any 
gor ser ge had a more splendid band of 
voluntary workers. The Guild had a mem- 
bership of 1,093—a record number. Miss 
McComas, the Hon. Treasurer, was the main- 
spring of the Guild, and she was ably assisted 
by the Hon. Secretaries, Mrs. Percy’ Browne, 
Miss M. Jones, Miss E. Beatby, and Miss 
C. Orpen. 

Their Tenement House Company was the 
first registered company formed of which all 
the directors were women. The best thanks 
of the Guild were also due to Lady Arnott, 
who had given them generous subscriptions 
and helped them in many ways. They would 
hear much in the reports of Lady Ardilaun’s 
wonderful generosity to the Guild. 

Miss L. Lyons submitted a report on the 
Alexandra Tenement Houses (Grenville 
street). The rents were paid every week like 
clockwork, and arrears were paid off by the 
tenants as quickly as possible. The rooms 
were also very well kept, and the beautiful 
flowers sent by the College girls were much 
appreciated. 

Mrs. Treville submitted a satisfactory re- 
port on the Alexandra Tenement ea 
(Summerhill). The tenants were the same, 
save for one death, and they had nearly a 
clean sheet of rents, which was very credit- 
able, seeing that there were “out-of-work ”’ 
in Sunimerhill as well. as elsewhere. They 
now had a playroom all the winter, and their 
holiday fortnight in the country for the 
children was a great success. 

Mrs. Starkie, reporting on the Alexandra 
Hostel, said that about 130 girls passed 
through the hostel, and about 19 were gene- 
rally in residence. The poultry industry had 
been extended, and the garden provided the 
hostel with a constant supply of vegetables. 
It looked as if the hostel was on its way to 
being self-supporting. It would be very good 
if they had interesting lectures and gocial 
talks to the girls, and thus break down class 
prejudices—such as that a -dreasmaker was 
much higher than a milliner. 

Miss E. Perry submitted a report on the 
Alexandra College Bursaries Scheme, and 
etated that the total income for the year was 
£554, of which £518 was paid out to the 
bursary holders. The expenses amounted to 
£15 10s. 6d., leaving a balance of £21 6s. 11d. 
The Gertrude Countess of Pembroke bursaries 
had been exhausted, and they naturally, there- 
fore, looked to the future with crave anxiety. 
Some had died, other had left the country, and 
many were no longer in a position to help 
them. 

Miss H. Webb submitted a report on the 
Working Girls’ Club, and said that some of 
the girls had been out of work for two years, 
and many were ill-nourished. For these she 
urged the necessity for a week in the 
country. 

Miss M. Maunsell submitted a satisfactory 
ceport on the Pembroke Garden Cottages. 

After the reading of the revorts there was 
& most erjoyable performance of a short 
play, entitled “ The Maker of Dreams,’’ by 
Oliphant Down. The piece was a pretty 
one, and was acted with grace and charm 
hy the three young ladies who took part in 
the presentation—Miss Lydia Sheehan 
(Pierette), Miss Iris Crozier (Pierot), and 
Miss Eileen Brunskill in the title part.

SHOCKING ACCIDENT AT 
KINGSTOWN. 

CRUSHED TO DEATH BY 
STEAMER 


A shocking accident took place at Kings- 
town yesterd y afternoon, resulting in the 
death of a labourer named John “ge. Clg 
41, of 122 Lower George s street. 

Shortly after one o'clock Larkin, accom- 
panied by Thomas McDonald, of Pim’s Court, 
and a man named Kane, went out in a row- 
boat to assist in the berthing of the Nor- 
wegian steamer Francis, of Bergin, at the 
coal quay. 

A hawser was thrown to the men when 
they were some distance out in the harbour. 
hey caught it, and were returning with it 
when the steamer, owing to the rough sea, 
lurched inwards. 

McDonald and Kane, seeing that they were 
about to be crushed against the wall of the 
quay, jumped out and swam to the steps. 
Larkin endeavoured to seize a chain on the 
wall of the quay, but before he could do so 
he and the boat were caught by the steamer 
and crushed against the wall. 

After striking the wall, the steamer driited 
some distance out, leaving fragments of the 
boat swirling round in the water. 

Joseph Taite, of Clarence street, who was 
standing on the quay, jumped into the water, 
and brought Larkin ashore, He was taken to 
St. Michael’s Hospital, where he was treated 
by Dr. Hardy for terrible injuries to the 
head and body, from which he died three- 
quarters of an hour after being admitted.
